2. Claims 1-3,11-13.16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Voigt et al (6073880). 

Voigt et al in figure 4 shows fin 14a canted away from the slot 34a in the stowed 
position.
